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THE EFFECTS OF HIGH COST 
LINSEED OIL. 


The advent of the Standard Oil Co. 
into the linseed oil business was hailed 
with much satisfaction by a large 
share of consumers, because they be- 
lieved it marked the elimination of spec- 
ulative influences, and a return ‘to le- 
gitimate relations between supply and 
demand, which, until the last few years, 
could be depended upon to govern the 
cost of oil, The oldest buyer of linseed 
oil has no memories which parallel his 
experience during the past two or three 
years, and the large consumers who use 
oil in manufacturing processes have 
been more troubled during that period 
in reckoning the cost of that compo- 
nent of their products than almost ever 
before. Not only has speculation in 
seed been a disturbing element, for 
which the crusher might disclaim re- 
sponsibility, but the manipulation of oil 
prices independently of the cost of seed 
has added still further insecurity to 
every venture of the oil consumer, and 
not only increased the cares, but the 
vicissitudes of his business. That the 
principal company has not, since its re- 
cent reorganization, met all the expec- 
tations of those who looked hopefully 
toward the introduction of a more con- 
servative policy in the conduct of the 
business, is perhaps due to conditions 
for which the new management was 
not responsible and which it was pow- 
erless to avert, but there will be wide- 
spread disappointment if, before the 
close of the present crop year, the busi- 
ness has not been brought to a position 
where the stability of prices is more to 
be depended upon, and such violent and 
wide fluctations as have characterized 
the market during the past twelve 
months will be avoided. 

Tf the crushers of linseed are inter- 
ested only in the sale of pure oil, they 
cannot be unmindful of the fact that 
extremely high prices operate to their 
serious injury. The grinders of pure 
lead and other paints know from long 
experience that coincidentally with 
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of their paints, which, upon investiga- 
tion, they can trace directly to adul- 
terated oils. It is probable that the 
sophistication of linseed oil has never 
before been carried on to the extent 
that it has ‘been practiced during 1901. 
Not only have the ordinary admixtures 
of linseed with varying proportions of 
neutral mineral, fish and corn oil been 
largely sold, but cottonseed oil appears 
from well founded reports to have en- 
tered into the sophistication to a 
startling extent. It is stated that half 
a million gallons more or less of this 
oil, mixed with linseed by some pat- 
ented or secret process which claims 
to produce a good drying oil, have 
been sold in this section of the country 
during the present year. While cotton- 
seed oil may have wearing qualities 
equal to linseed, it can ‘by no process 
thus far known be made the equal of 
the latter as a dryer, and its sale to 
paint grinders and painters cannot fail 
to have been productive of unsatisfact- 
results. We understand that the 
varnish makers have also used this 
combination, probably unwittingly, 
and it is possible that their experience 
may have developed no untoward re- 
sults. If such be the case, they should 
be able to profit by the lower cost of cot- 
tonseed oil, without being deceived as 
to the real character of what they are 
buying. In that event the competition 
between the two oils will become rec- 
ognized, and they may perhaps assume 
a close parity of value. In the mean- 
time very high priced linseed oil will 
continue to stimulate the sale and use 
of adulterations and substitutes, and 


ory 


the available supply of oils for the 
channels usually filled by linseed will 
be correspondingly increased, to the 


detriment of the seed grower, the 
crusher, and, in most cases, we believe, 
the consumer. 





AMSTERDAM BARK SALE. 


The auction of cinchona bark at Am- 
sterdam on Thursday last was one of 
the largest held in some time, the 
amount offered being reported as up- 
wards of 6,000 packages, and nearly the 
whole quantity was sold, according to 
the Reporter’s special cablegrams pub- 
lished in the market report. The aver- 
age unit paid at the sale was eight and 
one-quarter Dutch cents, a substantial 
advance over the unit of the previous 


sale, as the following figures will 
show:—

The higher average paid at the bark 
auction had the effect upon the local 
quinine situation of causing an ad- 
vance of one cent in the quotations of 
American manufacturers, bringing 
prices back to their former position and 
placing them on a parity with the quo- 
tations of German makers. The outside 
market is much firmer, some holders 
refusing to quote under manufacturers’ 
prices. It is predicted by interested 
persons that about the first of the week 
the Germans will take the initiative in 
an advance. 





COCOA BUTTER LOWER. 


The New York market for cocoa but- 
ter was somewhat unsettled for a day 
or two immediately following the 
monthly sales at London and Amster- 
dam on Tuesday last, but it has finally 
steadied down at a lower range of 
prices, the decline in the price of bulk 
being about one and one-half cents. 
The market has been rather dull, and 
the lower averages paid at the auctions 
are responsible for the reduction in 
spot prices. 

At Amsterdam the sale went off at 
an average of seventy-eight Dutch 
cents per half-kilogram, a decline of 
six Dutch cents from the average of 
the previous sale. The London auc- 
tion also went off at a decline, the

INDIGO PROSPECTS. 


Now that a revised estimate has been 
made of the crop of vegetable indigo 
and the date for the Calcutta auctions 
approaches, interest naturally turns to 
the situation. The latest returns are 
disappointing. It is now definitely 
known that, light as the outturn last 
year was, it will be considerably lighter 
this season. As shown by the market 
report in our issue of Sept. 23, the total 
area planted with indigo this year up 
to the middle of April was 119,313 acres, 
as compared with 188,645 acres at the 
same date in 1900. The number of 
acres irrigated by canal also falls 
far short of what it was a year 
ago, the figures. being 78,894, as 
against 162,298. These figures show 
a decrease of about thirty-seven per 
cent, in the total acreage planted and 
of a fraction over forty-nine per cent. 
in the number of acres irrigated. The 
estimate then given as to the outturn 
was from 90,000 to 95,000 maunds. The 
latest revised returns place the total 
production at 94,000 maunds, or sixteen 
per cent. less than that of last year, 
divided among the different provinces 
as. follows: Lower’ Bengal, _ 11,700 
maunds; Behar, 56,600 maunds; Benares, 
9,000 maunds, and Oude and Doab, 16,- 
700. Last year Lower Bengal yielded 
5,991 maunds, Behar 62,736 maunds, 
Benares 11,157 maunds and Oude and 
Doab 31,786 maunds, in all 111,670 
maunds. The official estimate previous 
to the actual returns was _ 112,000 
maunds, or within 300 maunds in round 
numbers of being exact. It is, there- 
fore, safe to assume that the estimate 
of 94,000 maunds this year will not be 
far astray from the actual outturn. 

It is evident from the decreased acre- 
age that the planters are losing heart 
to some extent and are feeling more 
and more the result of keen competi- 
tion with the manvfacturers of the 
artificial product. Strenuous_ efforts 
are being made by those interested in 
the cultivation of the natural dye to 
improve the conditions of planting so 
as to lessen the cost of production, and 
experiments are under way which, if 
successful, will result greatly to the 
advantage of the planter, but as yet 
no substantial results have been ob- 
tained. Meanwhile, the rival synthetic 
indigo is taking a firmer hold upon 
the consumers. The unit of value is 
very close, but the conditions of trade 
greatly favor the artificial, which is 
not hindered by unfavorable crop sea- 
sons and can be obtained steadily the 
year round as required, thus obviating 
the burden of heavy stocks. Consump-

tion in the country is increasing to the 
extent that the agents for the pro- 
ducers are taxed to meet requirements, 
and the spot stock carried could hardly 
be lighter. 

It is estimated that there will be 
comparatively little stock of vegetable 


indigo carried over in the Unite# 
States. Importers have moderate sup 
plies at best, and a late, steady de 


mand from consumers for prompt de. 
livery would indicate that when the 
Calcutta market opens in late Novem.« 
ber or early December, as is expected, 
buyers will or less eager to 
replenish a_greatly-exhausted store. 
The fact, therefore, that the crop is 
likely to be one of the smallest for at 
least the last twenty years should tend 
to enhance values considerably. Cer- 
tainly the outlook does not seem prom- 
ising from a consumer's standpoint. 
The subjoined tables give the crop of 
indigo in factory maunds during the 
past forty-nine years and the imports 
into the United States from all coun-

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BAY AND LEMONGRASS OILS, 


Sharp advances have been made dur- 
ing the week in the quotations for oil 
of bay and oil of lemongrass, due in 
both cases to scarcity. 

Comparatively little oil of bay has 
been made lately by domestic manu- 
facturers, it is said, owing to the fact 
that bay leaves of good quality have 
been hard to obtain, most of those se- 
cured yielding a comparatively small 
percentage of oil. Dominica has im- 
ported little oil, owing to the fact that 
a duty of twenty-five per cent. ad va- 
lorem is collected on all oil manufact- 
ured there, while Porto Rican oil is 
entered free. Porto Rico thus prac- 
tically monopolizes the trade, but is 
unable to fill present requirements. 

There hes been an extraordinary de- 
mand for lemongrass oil recently for 
the manufacture of citrol and ionone, 
particularly the latter, and the supply 
was not over-abundant to meet the de- 
Stocks of the oil in this mar- 
ket are very light, and the supply in 
London iis said to be practically ex- 
hausted, and London dealers have re- 
cently been trying to buy in this mar- 
ket. It is understood that some oil is 
held in Hamburg, but that the dealers 
there are holding out for higher prices. 
Dealers here are of the opinion that 
every indication points to much higher 
figures in the near future.

During the past week quotations for 
menthol on the spot have advanced 
and a very firm feeling is manifest in 
this market. There has been a fair de- 
mand for the article, and the available 
supply on the spot has been reduced 
and offerings at present are limited. A 
very small quantity might possibly be 
had at comparatively low prices, but 
as stated above, the general market is 
higher and prices seem to be approach- 
ing the figures quoted a few weeks ago,

THE PETROLEUM FIELDS IN 
SEPTEMBER, 


Development operations in the older 
petroleum producing fields was appar- 
ently prosecuted with more vigor than 
generally supposed, the summary of 
operations during the month showing 
an increase in every department of de- 
velopment work. The results also have 
been somewhat more satisfactory in 
that the percentage of dry holes has 
been smaller, but the average daily 
production of the September wells has 
been less encouraging. ‘This has been 
due to the fact that very few wells of 
large caliber have been brought in, the 
large majority being very small af- 
fairs, the falling off in the average 
production being more pronounced in 
the Pennsylvania fields; in fact, it is 
due to the small wells there, the Ohio 
fields showing an improvement in their 
average production. It is not expected 
that this will have any important in- 
fluence toward checking drilling opera- 
tions in the sections producing the 
grade of oil embraced in the general 
term Pennsylvania oil, as the price is 
sufficiently high to make even the aver- 
age producer quite profitable. Indeed, 
the conditions are such that the pro- 
ducer is encouraged to increase devel- 
opment work, the prospects favoring 
the expectation of higher prices. That 
there will be any important increase in 
new work is not expected, as, after 
November, the conditions in the fields 
will be less favorable for the prosecu- 
tion of development operations. Dur- 
ing October and November, however, 
there will doubtless be an_ increase. 
The vrice of the product has a mate- 
rial influence on field work and, in 
turn, on production. While production 
may be increased during October and 
November, it is not likely that any 
considerable quantity of oil will be 
added to the stocks above ground, the 
deliveries now exceeding the produc- 
tion, and consequently producers are 
encouraged to hope for a continuance 
of high prices. The enormous capacity 
of the wells in the Beaumont, Texas, 
field have no effect on the situation, as 
the outlet for this oil is for fuel pur- 
poses, and does not come into competi- 
tion with the product of the North- 
ern fields. Claims have been made, 
however, that Texas crude would yield 
all the way from twenty-five to thirty- 
five per cent. of illuminating oil. Should 
this prove to be the case, the wells al- 
ready drilled at Beaumont would be 
sufficient to supply the world’s require- 
ments, 

The number of wells completed dur- 
ing the month of September in the 
States of Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
New York, Ohio and Indiana was 1,257, 
showed an increase of seventy- 


two, as compared with the num- 
ber completed during the month 
preceding. The greater rate of 


increase was in the Ohio field. The 
daily production of these wells at the 
close of the month was 16,860 barrels, 
showing an increase of 221 barrels. 
This is a small increase, in view of the 
larger number of wells completed. The 
daily average production of the Sep-

four-tenths barrels per well, fully

The 
percentage of dry holes in September 
was twenty-one and six-tenths, while 
that in August was twenty-two and 
four-tenths. The number of wells dril- 
ling at the close of the month was 
1,121, showing an increase of forty- 
nine, The number of rigs in course of 
erection was 521, being an increase of 
ten and making the total increase of 
new work under way fifty-nine wells.

22. The total catch of bowheads to 
that date is reported at 23, of which 
only 10 had been taken this season, 
the remaining 13 being the catch last 
fall by the wintered vessels. Seven 
bowheads had been secured by the 
shore parties at Point Barrow and 
Point Hope, making the total catch 
30 bowheads,

but the Deputy Commissioner, or, in 
his absence, the District Officer, can re- 
ject any bid without assigning a reason 
therefor. There are other rules regard- 
ing the payment of money, etc. 


A first mortgage for $10,000,000 was 
recorded last week in the office of the 
County Register, at Newark, N. J. It 
was given by the New Jersey Zine Co. 
to the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co., of 
New York, in trust to secure the issue 
of 25-year 4 per cent. gold bonds. One 
of the conditions is that the mortgagor 
shall satisfy a first mortgage for $1,- 
700,000, dated Feb. 1, 1897, and given to 
the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co., of New 
York. This was done, and the origi- 
nal mortgage was canceled just before 
the other was filed. The remainder of 
the money realized from the loan will 
be used for the purpose of retiring the 
present outstanding bonds of the zine 
company and to pay for new property 
and the construction of new plants and 
for other purposes. 


The Blackwell magnesite bricks and 
calcined magnesite are now being very 
largely adopted by steel firms for lin- 
ing ‘their open-hearth furnaces, ete.

In conjunction with this 
ore chrome bricks are used, and also 
bauxite bricks, which latter are highly 
nluminous. They are guaranteed to 
withstand the highest’ temperatures, 
and to be perfectly hard and well 
burned.

sand.

Mahon farm and has a producer good 
for 30 barrels a day from the cow run 
sand,

Elizabeth Wiley farms have been com- 
pleted and are good for 75 and 130 bar- 
rels a day, respectively. 

On the east branch of McFarlan 
ereek, Murphy district, Ritchie county, 
W. Va., the Shawmut Oil Co. has 
drilled its No, 6 on the C, Campbell 
farm through the salt sand and has a 
30-barrel producer from that formation. 


In the Bealls Mills district the South 
Penn Ojl Co.'s No. 9 on the Parr Mul- 
lady farm is producing at the rate of 
35 barrels a day, natural. No. 11 on 
the same farm has been shot and is 
producing at the rate of 60 barrels a 
day. 

C. E. Soliday & Co. has completed a 
test well on the John Smith farm and 
has a show for a 20-barrel pumper. 
The Gray Oil Co. has completed No, 5 
on the Bradford Gray farm and has a 
show for a 25-barrel producer from the 
Keener sand. 

On the Ohio side, in the Jackson 
Ridge field, Monroe county, the Forsie 
Oil Co.'s No. 2 on the A. J. Donevan 
farm is good for 10 barrels a day, and 
the Southwestern Petroleum Co.’s No. 
9 on the O. & H. J. Smith farm is good 
for 25 barrels a day. 


In the Pine Grove District, Wetzel 
County, E. H. Jennings & Bros. have 
completed their No. 25 on the L. S&S, 
Hoyt tract and have a producer good 
for 25 barrels a day. In the same dis- 
trict the South Penn Oil Co, has com- 
pleted No. 3 John W. Palmer, and No. 
3 John Inghram farms. They are good 
for 70 and 30 barrels a day respectively. 
The same company has drilled in No, 
7 W. J. Criswell and has a show for a 
small pumper. No. 3 on the M. A. Mil- 
ler farm is producing 15 barrels a day. 

An oil gusher, equalling in size and 
capacity the big wells on Spindle Top 
at Beaumont, has been struck at Welsh, 
in Calcasieu Parish, La. Welsh is about 
one hundred miles from New Orleans, 
and twenty miles from Jennings, where 
another gusher started, but was 
clogged with sand. Piping to New Or- 
leans will be easy. The oil in the new 
Louisiana well shot 200 feet in the air 
and wrecked the derrick. The gusher 
was struck at a depth from 1,300 to 
1,400 feet, and the quality of the oil is 
said to be superior to that in Beau- 
mont. 

There are now fifty-nine gushers in 
the Texas oil field at Beaumont, and 
about sixty more wells are. being 
drilled in what is known as the proved 
territory on Spindle Top Heights. The 
force of the last gusher is just as 
strong as was that which threw 70,000 
barrels of petroleum a day from the 
Lucas geyser, the first one drilled. It 
is safe to say, that aside from the oil 
necessarily wasted in bringing in the 
wells and that which was lost by wild 
wells, fully 1,000,000 barrels of oil have 
been wasted in giving exhibitions to 
stockholders and visitors. The oil is 
now being moved at the average rate 
of 110 cars a day, which shows a steady 
growth. Both the Southern Pacific and 
the Santa Fe are putting new cars into 
commission as quickly as they can get 
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On the Ohio side in the Graysville 
development the Eddie. Oil Co. has 
completed its No. 2 on the David L. 
Jones farm and has a 20-barrel pro- 
ducer from the Keener sand. 


In the Bens Run district, Pleasants 
county, the Liberty Oil Development 
Cc. has compieted its No. 28 on the M. 
Cc. Bell farm and has a 50-barrel pro- 
ducer from the cow run sand. 


Another big deal in oil producing 
property has ‘been consummated in 
Pittsburgh. The amount of money in- 
volved in the trade makes it one of the 
largest transactions of the year. The 
property sold, with the exception of 
two wells in Allegheny County, lies in 
the Jackson Ridge, Moose Ridge and 
Graysville pools, in Monroe County, 
and was owned by the Ann Oil Co. The 
purchaser is Harry J. Parker and the 
consideration was $250,000. The prop- 
erty consists of leases on about 20 
farms in Monroe County, on which are 
60 producing oil wells and five gassers. 
The net daily production from all wells 
is 319 barrels, which would make the 
purchase price a little less than $784 a 
barrel. It is Big Injun and Keeener 
sand territory and all settled produc- 
tion. There is room for about 50 more 
wells on the leases.

John CC. Howe, of the firm of Howe 
& French, Boston, died at his home in 
Cohasset, Mass., on Thursday, Sept. 26, 
aged seventy-three years, He leaves a 
widow and a daughter. Mr. Howe was 
very prominent in business and social 
affairs and belonged to many organiza- 
tions, among them being the Paint and 
Oil Club of New England.

Glue Manofacturers Meet. 


The seventeenth annual meeting of 
the United States Glue Manufacturers’ 
Association was held in New York, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, on Wednesday, 
the 2d inst. It was a well-attended and 
thoroughly representative meeting, and 
naturally evoked considerable interest. 

Among the important subjects that 
came under discussion was the matter 
of guaranteeing the working of glue. 
This has always been a serious griev- 
ance, and a committee was appointed 
to consider ways and means of estab- 
lishing some trade rule in this regard 
and to report back to the Association. 

The question of statistics and the es- 
tablishment of standards of quality 
also claimed the attention of the meet- 
ing, and much interest was evinced in 
devising some method of sustaining 
prices, which are said to be demor- 
alized at the present time: Nothing 
definite was done in this regard, but it 
is hoped that the earnest consideration 
the question received may lead to some 
clearly defined action in the near fu- 
ture. A valuable report was received 
fm the Insurance Committee bearing 
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upon the best construction of glue fac- 
tories to limit the danger of fire. 

In his address to the meeting; the 
president referred to some of the dif- 
ficulties and peculiarities of the 
trade, and expressed the opinion that 
many of the former would eventually 
right themselves in the natural course 
of events. He spoke of the present 
o..erproduction as being largely due to 
the growing supply of raw material, 
and said that, while this appeared to 
be detrimental, it was, in reality, a 
boon, as it brought about larger fac- 
tories, greater output and lower priceg. 
“It forced, in other words,” he con- 
tinued, “the extension of our markets 
all over the world.”” The address ended 
by a reference to the alarm felt by 
some of the smaller glue manufacturing 
concerns that they might be absorbed 
or forced to the wall as the result of 
combinations and the expansion of the 
larger producers. Mr. Higgins ex- 
pressed the opinion that the glue manu- 
facturer who knew his business had 
really nothing to fear, that as glue 
making is largely a matter of special- 
ties, and as consumers are always will- 
ing to pay a price for that com- 
modity which they have tried and found 
satisfactory, the small manufacturer 
who is master of his art will always 
find a ready market for his wares at 
profitable figures. 

At the meeting Mr. Thos. Higgins, of 
New York, was re-elected president, 
and Mr. F. W. Tunnell, of Philadelphia, 
secretary.

William W. Thomas & Co. imported

The 
importers claimed the article to ‘be du- 
tiable at 20 per cent., under section 6, 
or at 25 per cent., under paragraph 3, 
either directly or by similitude. The 
ease was submitted without evidence 
or sample, and the action of the classi- 
fying officer was therefore presump- 
tively correct, and the protest was 
overruled, 
Alizarine Dye. 

The Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld Co. 
Boston merchandise in- 
voicd as “alizarine blue, B. R.,”’ and re- 
turned by the local appraiser as coal- 
tar dye and assessed at 30 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 15, act of 
July 24, 1897. The importers claimed 
it to be exempt, under paragraph 469 
of said act. The article was found by 
the board to be unquestionably a dye 
“derived from alizarin or from anthra- 
cin,” and resembling the ‘“‘alizarine 
blue, B. R. 3 G.,"’ described in G. A. 
4,322, following which the protest was 
sustained. 





Sesame Seed Not St. John's Bread. 


Tsue Chong Wing ‘Mon Kee & Co. im- 
ported at San Francisco merchandise 
consisting of sesame seed, which was 
assessed as an oil seed at 25 cents per 
bushel, under paragraph 254, act of 1897, 
and was claimed to be free as “St. 
John's bread or bean,’’ under paragraph 
656. The board passed upon sesame 
seed in G. A. 4,748, and held that it was 
an oil seed, and dutiable as here ¢ 
sessed. The contention in the present 
case is that sesame seed is St. John’s 
bread or ‘“‘bene,’’ the spelling ‘“‘bean”’ in 
paragraph 656 being a typographical 
error. The collector was of the opinion 
that the protest was well taken, and 
cites the definition in Webster’s Dic- 
tionary where “bene” is defined as ‘‘the 
name of two plants, sesamum orientale 
and sesamum indicum originally Asi- 
atic, also calied ‘‘oil plant.’ The same 
authority defines St. John’s bread un- 
der the head of “carob,” as a ‘fragrant 
leguminous tree (cerotonia seliqua), 
found in countries bordering on the 
Mediterranean.”’ The board according- 
ly overruled the protest.

Pending Free Aleohol Cases. 
Washington, Oct. 4, 1901. 


The United States Supreme Court 
will reconvene one week from next 
Monday, on Oct. 14, and during the 
coming term will deal with a number 
of matters of special interest to the 
Reporter’s readers, including the new 
test case representing the free alcohol 
claims, the Philippine tariff question, 
and several minor drawback cases. 


The case chosen for a second test of 
the merits of the claims of manufac- 
turers who used alcohol in the arts un- 
der Section 61 of the Wilson act is that 
of the American Aristotype Company, 
engaged in the manufacture of pho- 
tographic materials, etc. This case 
was presented in the Court of Claims 
last winter on an agreed statement of 
fact, the expectation on both sides be- 
ing that it would be promptly dis- 
missed on the grounds alleged by the 
Supreme Court in the Dunlap case. 
This action having been taken by the 
court, an appeal was promptly noted, 
and subsequently the entire record was 
certified to the Supreme Court. 

The preparation of this case for hear- 
ing in the Supreme Court will require 
but little time, as the issues have ‘been 
very fully canvassed, both in the court 
below and in the Supreme Court in the 
Dunlap case. The effort of counsel for 
the claimants will be to show both that 
the court erred in the technical decis- 
ion, which was concurred In by only five 
of the nine judges, leaving four in fa- 
vor of the claimant, and also that the 
present case is a much stronger one 
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than the Dunlap case, for the reason 
that proof is adduced that the claim- 
ants actually reduced the price of their 
goods because of the rebates which they 
confidently expected to secure through 
the operation of Section 61. In the trial 
of the Dunlap case the Attorney Gen- 
eral dwelt with special emphasis on 
what he alleged to be the “gratuitous 
character’? of any rebates that might 
be allowed to manufacturers under sec- 
tion 61. He asserted that practically 
without exception they sold their goods 
at the same prices as prior to the pas- 
sage of the Wilsen tariff act, requiring 
their customers to pay the full tax on 
spirits, intending to take the difference 
as an extra profit if it should be 
granted either by the Treasury Depart- 
ment or by the courts. This allegation 
has been completely demolished by 
overwhelming evidence which has hith- 
erto appeared in the Reporter, showing 
that manufacturers generally reduced 
their prices. Even those who did not 
earned equities because of the fact that 
while the tax on alcohol was raised by 
the Wilson act from 90 cents to’ $1.10 
they did not correspondingly increase 
their prices. 


In the test case brought by the 
American Aristotype Company it is 
shown that new price lists were issued 
almost immediately after the passage 
of the Wilson act, and the actual loss 
suffered by the firm through the non- 
payment of the rebates is a matter 
susceptible of arithmetical demonstra- 
tion. Counsel for the claimants in this 
test case will devote special effort to 
the attempt to convince the court of its 
error in holding that the Secretary of 
the Treasury by mere arbitrary refusal 
to provide regulations for the execu- 
tion of Section 61 could thereby defeat 
the will of Congress in the matter of 
providing tax free alcohol for manu- 
facturers. The court placed the most 
literal construction possible upon the 
phraseology of Section 61, making the 
issuing of regulations by the Secre- 
tary a condition precedent to the pay- 
ment of rebates, and even went so far 
as to say whether or not the Secretary 
vas justified in his refusal; neverthe- 
ess the claimant’s right was defeated 
by his failure to make the necessary 
regulations. It will be argued that if 
the Secretary had the power to refuse 
the payment of rebates he exercised a 
legislative rather than an _ executive 
function, which is clearly unconstitu- 
tional. The point will also be made 
that the Secretary of the Treasury, be- 
ing a government officer, executing the 
laws in accordance with his own con- 
struction of them, cannot be made a 
defendant in a suit brought by a claim- 
ant to recover damages, and hence the 
general government must assume re- 
sponsibility for his acts. Congress 
having granted certain privileges to 
manufacturers, it follows, it will be 
contended, that as long as Section 61 
was in force manufacturers were at 
liberty to avail themselves of its pro- 
visions, and to hold the General Gov- 
ernment to account for the Secretary's 
failure to do his part in the execution 
of the law. 

An important announcement shortly 
will be made concerning the retaining 
of an attorney of national reputation to 
argue the new test case in the Su- 
preme Court. The case has been very 
carefully prepared, butt, in view of the 
decision in the Dunlap case, every ef- 
fort will be made to insure a careful, 
vigorous and convincing presentation 
of the issue before the court of last re- 
sort.

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ants looking to the passage of a bill by | entry of Philippine goods and also to 


Congress waiving the government’s de- 
fense on the ground that the Secretary 
of the Treasury, although charged to 
issue regulations for the use of tax-free 
alcohol, did not do so, are making prep- 
arations for some vigorous work imme- 
diately after the convening of Con- 
gress. A new bill will be introduced, but 
while its tenor will be practically the 
Same as the one presented in the last 
Congress, the method of securing its 
enactment will be different, and the 
promoters of the movement believe it 
will stand an excellent chance of pas- 
sage. 

It is the best opinion here that soon 
after the Supreme Court meets it will 
hand down its decision in the so-called 
Philippine tariff case, involving the 
constitutionality of the levying of du- 
ties on merchandise imported from the 
Philippines since the Islands were ceded 
to the United States by Spain. Many 
lines of trade are interested in this de- 
cision, and also in the judicial deter- 
mination of the question of the right 
of the War Department to levy duties 
on American goods imported into the 
Philippines. The most experienced law- 
yers here are of the opinion that the 
court will hold that military necessity 
justified the imposition of duties on 
goods entering the Philippines from 
the United States, but that it will be 
held that no authority existed after the 
cession of the islands for the collection 
of duties on goods imported into the 
Tinited States from the Philippines. In 
the case of Porto Rico, which is gen- 
erally accepted outside of official cir- 
cles as analogous to that of the Philip- 
pines, the court held that the duties 
collected after the cession by Spain and 
before the enactment of the Foraker 
tariff bill were illegally exacted and 
must be refunded. As no tariff law re- 
lating to the Philippines has been 
passed by Congress, it is held that all 
the duties exacted on Philippine mer- 
chandise at American ports since the 
cession of the islands have been with- 
out authority of law, and must be re- 
paid, : ae 

If the court takes this view of the 
matter refunds will be ordered of all 
duties paid since April, 1899. Congress 
will doubtless hasten to close the 
breach in our tariff wall by the enact- 
ment of a special law to stop the free

Prodaction of Fuller’s Earth. 


Washington, Oct. 4, 1901. 


There has been a steady decline in 
the domestic production of fuller’s 
earth during the past three years, and 
a falling off in imports as well as in 
the past two years, according to the 
report upon this industry for 1900, 
which has just been completed by the 
United States Geological Survey. 

The marketed product of fuller’s earth 
amounted to 9,698 short tons, valued 
at $67,535, as compared with 12,381 short 
tons, valued at-$79,644 in 1899. The produc- 
tion has varied greatly even in the past 
decade, the output in 1900 being not more 
than half of what it was three yars be- 
fore. There was also a decrease in _the 
amount of fuller’s. earth imported into 
the United States in 1900, the amount im- 
ported having decreased from 10,320 long 
tons in 1899 to 9,173 long tons in 1900. y

From. 1888 to 1897 fuller’s earth was _not 
reported separately in the custom. hous 
returns to the Treasury Department, but 
was included with other minerals ‘not 
otherwise specified.’’ The imports in 1883 
amounted to 1,241 long tons, valued at 
$14,309, but for the preceding fifteen years 
they averaged only about 400 tons per 
annum, valued at about $12 per ton. 

For many years fuller’s earth was used 
only as a detergent in fulling cloth, but 
with the increased use of cottonseed oil 
English fuller’s earth came to be used for 
decolorizing such vegetable oils, and also 
lard oils. Good fuller’s earth was not 
discovered in the United States until 1893, 
when a deposit was found near Quincy, 
Fla. Its use as a substitute for bone 
black in the filtering of mineral oils ex- 
tended rapidly, although fuller’s earth 
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was the more expensive material. 
principally for such purposes that 
American earth is now used, the imported 
being preferred for cotton and lard oils. 
A deposit of fuller’s earth has been dis- 
covered in South Dakota which is almost 
the exact duplicate of the English earth, 
and will no doubt become a valuable sub- 
stitute for it.

Belgian Glass Workers ior the 
United states. 


Consul Roosevelt, of Brussels, writes 
that on Saturday, Aug. 24, two hun- 
dred and forty glass workers from 
Charleroi, Jumet, Lodelinsart and 
Courcelles, in his consular district, left 
selgium for Muncie, Ind. The glass 
union, as well as the president, Ed- 
mond Gilles, did all in their power to 
dissuade the men from. expatriating 
themselves. Edmond Gilles even wrote 
an article, which was published in the 
Journal of Charleroi, stating that the 
trades union in the United States 
would prevent the Belgian workmen 
securing employment in that country. 
All the workmen who left Belgium on 
Aug. 24 are men who had returned to 
Belgium with the hope of never again 
leaving it. The hope, however, of find- 
ing work in the United States at a 
more remunerative wage than is paid 
in Belgium overcame all other consid- 
erations. 

Consul Roosevelt also reports that 
engagements for Japan are. easily 
made, and the wages promised are paid 
when the men embark. 
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The Newly Discovered thosphates 

of the Pyrenees 

The presence of calcium phosphate in 
the Pyrenean chain was unknown un- 
til May, 1898, when M. D. Levat direct- 
ed his studies to the black schists of 
the Devonian formation. These schists 
have been known for a long time un- 
der the name of graphite schists, but to 
M. Levat is due the credit of having 
ascertained their chemical composition. 
His leng excursions and thorough ex- 
plorations during the intervening per- 
iod have furnished a large mass of in- 
tormation to ‘the public relative to the 
mineral resources of the Pyrenees. 

In the ‘territory extending from the 
Mediterranean to the meridian of Car- 
casson the phosphatic schists form the 
upper layer of the Devonian at nearly 
all points, but they are generally too 
poor for working. Between the merid- 
iun of Carcasson and that of Foix the 
phosphatic schists are richer in the 
Western than in the eastern part. But 
still the layer is not thick, and nodules 
are rare. Between the meridian of Folx 
and the Garonne there is a richer field. 
To the northeast of the granite mass 
formed ‘by Cape Fum and the peak of 
Turgulla two Devonian branches are de- 
tached, one extending into Spain, spread- 
ing out in the Aren valley to the gran- 
ite islels, along the Garonne at Bausen, 
Bosust and Arro, The other passes be- 
low Aulus traverses the Salat, then sep- 
arates in its turn into two branches. 
The southern branch passes to the north 
of the peaks of Montvailier and Cra- 
bere and meets the Garonne at Pont- 
du-Roi. The northern branch passes 
to the south of Bechmale and Bordes 
and reaches the Garonne between Cierp 
and Guran. The phosphatic schists are 
common throughout these regions, and 
there are rich nodules in many places, 
Which might be worked profitably, if 
means of transportation were not ab- 
solutely lacking. 

Between St. Girons and Foix the 
Devonian crops out, and the phosphatic 
layer is from 2 to 12 meters in thick- 
ness. The schists are almost entirely 
replaced by the nodules. In the val- 
leys of the Artiilac and the Estanque 
the nodules are very rich, yielding 65 
to 75 per cent. The measures, too, are 
at low altitudes, and in the neighbor- 
hood of carrlage roads. 

The Saint-Gobain Co. has opened 
several quarries in the valley of the 
Artillac. Another company is about to 
exploit the rich deposits of Tarteing 
Milles, and Cazalos, and the Lyons Co. 
will treat the product of its mines of 
Rimont, Las Caleses and Larblont in 
a factory that they have built at La 
Pastide de Seron. But there are other 
rich deposits which will be opened up 
by the termination of the Saint-Girons- 
a-Foix Railway. The phosphatic meas- 
ures of this region are almost always 
connected with manganese-bearing lay- 
ers, and it was in the very important 
mine of manganese at Las Caleses that 
the phosphates were discovered. It is 
said that ‘the phosphatic schists are al- 
ways charged with manganese when 
they are found in the neighborhood of 
a manganese layer. It is certain that 
the exploitation of the phosphates will 
lead to the discovery of new beds of 
manganese,

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From the Garonne to the ocean the 
Devonian range passes by Bachus, Sig- 
nat and Cierp, traverses Louise, and 
beyond Aspin disappears for some dis- 
tance under the quaternary alluviums 
of the Vailey of the Ardour, reappears 
at Compan, where superb griottes have 
been exploited, disappears. under the 
Permian at the north of Saint-Engrace, 


}and does not appear again except at 


the islets near St.-Etienne-de-Bai- 
gorry. The mine at Signat, now .oper- 
ated under the open sky, contains a 
slight proportion of nodules (of 70 to 75 
per cent.) in schists which yield 30 to 
35 per cent. The extraction is not ex- 
pensive, and the quarry is distant only 
four kilom. from the Marignac station. 
The deposit at Cierp belongs to a Bel- 
gian company, and is not now worked, 
but a new attempt is to be made at 
Binos in that neighborhood. The phos- 
phatic schists occur along nearly the 
whole of this line, but they are spécially 
prominent between Nestalas and Lugu- 
gan and near Accous, 

In the environs of Accous several 
quarries on the right bank of the Gave- 
de-Lescum are in operation. The layer 
of phosphatic schists without nodules 
is from 1.50 to 7 meters in thickness. 
On the left bank a gallery has revealed 
the presence of nodules in the phos- 
phatic layer. To the south of this lo- 
cality the phosphatic schists, mingled 
with about 10 per cent. of rich nodules, 
are found in layers from 2 to 3 m., in 
thickness, but the absence of means 
of communication does not tend to ex- 
ploitation. The Pyrenean phosphates 
may be divided into three groups:— 

1. Group of the Basses-Pyrenees, va!- 
ley of Lescum. 

2. Central group, 
valley of Oueil. 

3. Ariege group, valley of the Es- 
tanque, valley of the Artillac, valley of 
the Arize. 

Other points are too far removed 
from the ways of communication. The 
first two groups can produce only small 
quantities of industrial phosphates, 
but they can profitably furnish for cul- 
tivation phosphates of 30 to 45 per cent. 
Simple establishments would be suf- 
ficient, and the waterfalis so numerous 
through all the Pyrenees could be util- 
ized. The black phosphates contain 
from 1 to 3 per cent. of organic mat- 
ter. Various experiments have demon- 
strated thalt they are assimilable for 
cultivation, and might advantageously 
replace phosphoric slag. The rich pas- 
tures of the valleys of the QOueil, the 
Artillac and the Estanque' without 
doubt owe their extraordinary fertility 
to the phosphates which crop out on 
their slopes, and from which they draw

| nutrition. This new source of agricul 

tural phosphates seems calculated to 
render great service to cultivation in 
the south. 

After the completion of the Saint- 
Girons-a-Foix Railway, the Ariege 
group can produce, independently of 
agricultural phosphates, large qbaitti- 
ties of nodules, analyzing 60 to 75 per 
cent. Experiments which have been 
made show ‘that in the good beds of 
the Artillac and the Estanque about 
380 kilos of nodules (60 to 75 per cent.) 
are obtained per cubic meter of phos- 
phate, and 400 kilos of agricultural 
phosphates. At Tarteing, even, 760 
kilos of nodules (70 to 75 per cent.) per 
cubic meter have been realized. 

The cost price of the nodules per ton 
on ear at Castelnau-Durban or Rimont 
will be about 28 fr., including the insig- 
nificant amount of rent paid to the 
proprietors of the land. In this calcu- 
lation the phosphate schists are count- 
ed as sterile; that is to say, the nodules 
alone support the cost of extraction. 
The nodules are well suited to the man- 
ufacture of superphosphates, for they 
contain only 2 per cent. of iron ore, and 
they require but little acid, because the 
percentage of calcium carbonate is low. 
But the conversion is accompanied with 
a copious disengagement of disagreée- 
able vapors from the organic matter. 
Transportation from Castelnau to Bor- 
deaux will cost 66.50 fr. per ton. It is 
thus seen that the phosphates of the 
Pyrenees deserve more than the low 
estimate following the first announce- 
ment.—Le Phosphate,

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Tea Seed Oil. 


H. H. Mann, B. Sce., F. I. C., the sci- 
entific expert of the Indian Tea Asso- 
ciation, has issued a report on tea- 
seed oil and cake. There has been for 
some time considerable discussion on 
the value of these products, but the 
controversy is now set at rest by the 
report, although, we may remark, the 
conclusion as to the cake was long 
ago anticipated by the late Mr. H. Mc- 
Allum, of Hong Kong. Mr. Mann’s in- 
vestigations show that tea-seed oil is 
clear, light and yellow, but has always 
a more or less acrid taste. It cannot 
safely be used as an edible oil, owing 
to the presence of saponin, which is a 
constituent of the seed. For the same 
reason the tea-seead oil cake is de- 
cidedly dangerous as a food for cattle. 
As a manure it is far behind the other 
oil-seed cakes of commerce. The oil 
could be used as a lamp oil, and the 
cake might be useful as an insecticide. 
It was attempted in 1885 to put tea- 
seed, as such, on the London market 
under the name “‘tanne,’’ but the seeds 
found no buyer, and the price asked 
sank quickly to a level far below the 
cost of importation.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—The 
local market was remarkably steady 
throughout the entire week and barren 
of special features. Business was gen- 
erally slow and confined principally to 
jobbing sales of contract deliveries. 
There was, however, no sign of de- 
pression; on the contrary, the tone of 
the market was firm, with an advane- 
ing tendency toward the close, in sym- 
pathy with general conditions both 
here and at the South, The larger buy- 
ers held aloof consistently—not that 
they can hope for any material reduc- 
tion from present value, in view of 
gradually diminishing receipts, but 
probably because they are not ready 
for the goods. They evidently prefer 
to take the chances of the market than 
to carry the stock. The customary job- 
bing trade was in evidence, and aggre- 
gated a moderate quantity, selling 
upon the basis of 3i7e. for machine 
barrels, More business could have been 
done at slight concessions, but holders 
refused to shade a fraction. At Sa- 
vannah the market also held firm. Re- 
ceipts are coming in slower, but are 
not unusually light for the season. 
There was some good buying upon ex- 
port account, and between these two 
conditions prices were easily main- 
tained. The market opened at 33%c., 
and: when heavier buying began rose 
to 34c., but fell off again after some 
heavy shipments were completed. By 
the following day values had recovered 
and the close was firm on the basis of 
34c. The receipts were 5,154 barrels, 
the sales 4,386 barrels, and the exports 
6,264 barrels. At New York the market 
remained firm and steady throughout 
at 36%c. and 37c. for oil and machine 
barrels, respectively. 

ROSIN.—The market remained from 
quiet to steady throughout. There was 
a moderated demand for low grades, 
and, as stocks are not heavy, holders 
offered rather sparingly and are higher 
in their views. Strained and good 
strained rosin advanced 2%c. and are 
firm now at 142%. F. G. & I. are firmer, 
but without quotable change. H. & 
K. are up 5c. and are held at $1.70 and 
$2.15, respectively. Pales are only spar- 
ingly offered at the South, Stocks here 
are light and all grades have been ad- 
vanced i15c. Quotations now are:— 
M., 2.70; N., $3.25; W. G., $3.65, and W. 
W., $4.00. For full quotations see price 
current list. 

TAR AND PITCH.—A moderate job- 
bing business was done in tar, and the 
market continues steady upon the 
basis of former quotations, or at $1.90 
for ordinary barrels and $4.00 for oil 
barrels. Pitch is unchanged and moves 
quietly at old current quotations of 
$1.60@1.75.

HYDRAULIC SYSTEMS OF BORING AND 
SAND PUMPING. 

Various systems of hydraulic drilling 
and removing of sand from bores have 
been introduced in recent years. The 
accompanying illustrations are intend- 
ed to give some explanations concern- 
ing the practical application of the sys- 
tem. In drilling for oil, the loosened 
sands must of course be removed as 
the work progresses. In the shock sys- 
tem there is necessarily an interruption 
of work while the rods and bering 
garings are removed, so that the de- 
vices may be employed for taking out 
the sand. In the hydraulic systems re- 
ferred to in this article, the drilling 
and removal of the sand occurs simul- 
taneously. The principle of the method 
consists in creating a circulation of wa- 
ter from the surface to the bottom and 
thence to the top again. The sands, 
mud, broken rock, and other debris are 
thus taken care of in a strong current 
of water, which effectually removes 


them from the base of the bore to the

chanical. In Fig. 1 we show a sectional 
sketch of a hydraulic petroleum oil well 
drilling rig. The pumps for developing 
the hydraulic currents are at a, and 
connection with the well pipe is with a 
rubber pipe, b. The valves and accom- 
panying gearing are in the cylinder, c. 
The outer casing through which the 
sand and mud are forced up from ‘the 
bottom of the well to the surface is 
marked d. The walking-beam is at e, 
and this is operated in the usual man- 
ner with automatic machinery run with 
water, steam or electrical power. The 
rods are of the usual form, screwing 
into one another. Special piping is or- 
dinarily used for the hydraulic work, 
as the ordinary types are often manu- 
factured with thin shell, which would 
not stand the pressure required in the 
hydraulic system. Pipes with a thick- 
ness of about three-quarters of an inch 
should be used, although the writer 
saw some in use with thickness of walls 
of only half an inch. This is for iron 
pipes. Steel pipes are being used: to 
good advantage. Pipes with brass 
joints are in service. In one or two 
places where there was a natural head 
of water of good fall, obtained from a 
mountain lake, the currents of water 
were created in the system without use 
of hydraulic apparatus. Ordinary pres- 
sure pumping machinery answers all 
purposes to convey the water currents 
to the bottom of the well through hol- 
Iow rods and drill or connecting piping, 
and this water rises again through the 
space between the piping and the walls 
of the well or in the casing sides with 
the rods, or by other channels of spe- 
cial design. All distintegrated sub- 
stances, such as broken rock, sand, 


mud, etc., are lifted out to the sur- 
face and removed at will. 

Reference is next made to the spe- 
cial types of bits and boring tools re- 
quired for operation in systems in which 
currents of water are sent to the bot- 
tom of the well through rods and aug- 
ers. In cutting tool No. 2 there is a 
portion shaded at i, and this represents 
the outlet of a hole leading from the 
hollowed channel which extends 
through the top of the instrument. 
The hollow corresponds with the hol- 
low in the working rods and by this 
ineans water can be let down through 
the whole affair and out into the well 
through the opening at i. Another form 
of the same tool is shown in figure 3. 
in which the outlet for the water is 


at j.

In figure + is a plan of the system 


usually used for letting the water cur- 
rents into the headpiece of the rods. 
The inlet of water from the pupms is 
at f, through a pipe provided with the 
necessary valves for controlling the 
water supply. The forked section, h, 
is arranged so that the connection may 
have a hinged motion when needed for

specia! occasions. The fork is likewise 
hollowed and the joints all packed prop- 
erly with rubber or leather gaskets to 
prevent leakage. The fork joins with 
the upper end of the hollow rod sys- 
tem, g, as shown. 

The speed of the currents is con- 
trolled at the headpiece and should be 
adjusted at about 6 to 7 inches per 
second for rock debris, about 3 ‘to 5 
inches per second for sandstone debris 
and about 1 to 3 inches per second for 
ordinary fine sand debris. For debris 
which clogs and bothers, often as high 
as 7 to 12 inches per second is required. 
THE SYSTEM OF LETTING SANDS 

THROUGH THE RODS. 

Ordinarily the petroleum oil well en- 
gineer “utilizes the hydraulic methods 
according to the plans presented above. 
But the writer has seen the systems re- 
versed; that is, instead of forcing 
water down through the rods and 
crowding the debris up between rods 
and ‘casing or casing and well, the 
water is passed down between the rods 
and the case and the debris drawn up 
through the hollow of the cutting tool 
and the rods. The result is that in this 
system the choking conditions of the 
muds and sands clog the rods and fre- 
quent stops are made for purposes of 
clearing out the channels. The walking 
beam is usually operated at the rate of 
about twenty-five oscillations per min- 
ute in the hydraulic system. 

BITS AND JARS. 

In figure 5 is a type of bit often used 
with good effects in the hydraulic sys- 
tem in connection with the jarring tool. 
The jarring tool itself is shown in 
figure 6. The instrument is joined with 
the rods by threading work at the ends 
or by means of keys, set screws or 


bolted unions with flanges, as circum- 
stances require. 


The device consists of the split or 
divided flaps indicated by a. This por- 
tion is of steel, and is tempered so as 
to have sufficient spring to accomplish 
the object sought for. The falling 
piece, b, is arranged to fit nicely into 
the space as shown, and this is ar- 
ranged to glide upward or downward, 
in accordance to the mechanical oper- 
ation of the contrivance. The play of 
this type of jarring instrument varies 
from 10 inches to 20 inches, depending 
upon the setting of the gauging de- 
vices and traps. The play is devel- 
oped considerably from the action of 
the walking beam, depending to some 
degree upon the speed of the same. 
Hence the tool often rebounds consid- 
erably. This design of jar is used 
quite frequently in American systems 
of boring, although it is stated by the 
engineers that the device is of foreign 
invention. 


THREADED END OF WALKING BEAM. 


In some of the walking beams em- 
ployed in the hydraulic system the 
tips or ends are fitted with spiral 
threads cut direct from the wood por- 
jon of the beam, which is reduced to 
proper diameter by trimming down, as 
shown. In some cases this end is 
m tal set into the end of the wood and 
bolted. Occasionally I observed that 
the piece consisted of a hardwood plug 
sunk into the beam end and cut with 
the proper threads.. 


HOISTING POWER DEVICE, 


At some of the wells, where they 
were boring and working with the hy- 
draulic systems, I observed hoisting 
contrivances of the pattern illustrated 
in Fig. 8. Here the regular running 
belt extends across from one power 
system to the other, as shown, while 
on the belt there is the idler wheel, f. 
This wheel rides the belt only when 
needed to revolve it for purposes of 
running the two grooved wood sheaves 
e~ same shaft with the wheel, f, and 
wnich sheaves are for the purpose of 
running the ropes extending in oppo- 
site directions. This effect is brought 
about by means of the lever, g.. This 
lever rests loosely on a bearing fitted 
to the shaft as shown, and is regu- 
lated so as to press the wheel, f, on the 
beit when it is necessary to have the 
shaft with the sheaves revolved. The 
motion is quite simple. The view shows 
the top of the device, as looking down 
upon it. 

WINDLASS. 

A windlass attachment is also used 
at the hydraulic wells for the purposes 
of lifting and lowering the systems of 
rods and cases as demanded. The type 
of windlass shown in figure 9 is in real- 
ity a cylinder, driven with a belt which 
operates in the flanges of the wheel 
at the left. The cylinder itself car- 
ries the rope, h, and can be manipu- 
lated readily by using properly ar- 
ranged power shipping connections. 
The engineers term the device a wind- 
lass, but the old fashioned hand wind- 
lasses are seldom employed in these 
days at the wells. 

Retention outfits for use at the top 
of discarded or temporarily idle wells 
are ordinarily planned after the fash- 
ion presented in figure 10. This device 
is useful to close a well bore for a time 
while operations cease during work at 
another point. The casing is not re- 
moved. The rods may or may not be 
taken out. ‘he view shows the case in 
position below the level of the cross 
timbers and the case is capped. The 
t-> of the entrance to the hole is cov- 
ered with a plate, and the set-washers, 
with tightener, are placed over the rod 
and secured firmly, thus closing the 
opening and keeping out foreign mat- 
ter. This is better than throwing a 
few planks or sacks over a hole. Very 
often abandoned wells are bought up 
and reworked with paying results, and 
owners of such wells will find it ad- 
vantageous to leave the works in such 
condition that a reopening can occur 
when required.

Increasing Facilities. 


The H. W. Caldwell & Son Company, 
manufacturers of elevating, conveying 
and power-transmitting machinery, 
Western avenue, Seventeenth to Eight- 
eenth streets, Chicago, have com- 
menced the erection of a large three- 
story and basement building as an ad- 
dition to their present plant. It will 
be remembered that their present plant 
is a new one, having been completed in 
January, 1900, but an increasing busi- 
ness makes it necessary to add to their 
already extensive facilities. The new 
building will give them an additional 
floor space of 45,000 square feet. It 
will be of mill construction, three 
stories and basement, 70x160 feet, and 
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is designed for use as a warehous¢ 
and for the manufacture of the sheet 
metal specialties which form a part of 
their regular trade. The addition of 
this building to their plant will also in- 
crease the effectve working space of 
their machine shop and will practically 
double the capacity of the plant. The 
building will be completed by the first 
of the year, and the enlarged plant 
will be in readiness for the coming 
busy season.

Industrial Combinations in Earops. 


Washington, Oct. 4, 1901, 

Prof. J. W. Jenks, the trust expert 
of the Federal Industrial Commission, 
has completed the manuscript of an 
exhaustive report upon industrial com- 
binations in Europe which, when print- 
ed, will make a volume of four or five 
hundred pages. In the chapters re- 
lating to France, Germany and Austria, 
which are the most important features 
of the report, he devotes considerable 
attention to the combinations in petro- 
leum, of which he has made a close 
study, especially in France and Aus- 
tria; in the production of potash, ultra- 
marine and paint brushes in Germany, 
and in the manufacture of glass bot- 
tles, soda, sugar of lead, etc., in Aus- 
tria. Through the courtesy of Prof. 
Jenks, the Reporter’s correspondent is 
enabled to present an advance abstract 
of these features of the report. 


PETROLEUM COMBINATIONS. 


While the movement toward indus- 
trial combination does not seem to 
have extended so far in France as in 
other leading industrial countries of 
Europe, yet in certain lines combina- 
tions have been made very complete 
and effective. One of the most impor- 
tant is that of the petroleum refiners, 
concerning which Prof. Jenks says:— 


“The coalition of the petroleum refin- 
eries in France dates back to about the 
yeur 1888. It was originally formed by 
the three principal refiners of Paris— 
namely, Fenaille & Despaux, Desmarais 
freres, and Deutch & ses fils. These re- 
finers formed themselves into a syndicate 
in order to monopolize the French petro- 
leum industry and to control the market 
for refined petroleum by preventing the 
importation of the American article in a 
refined state, 

“By virtue of the protective customs 
duty on crude petroleum in France, which 
gives the French refiners a benefit of 
7 frances ($1.35) per 100 kilograms (220 
pounds) upon the refined article, their 
syndicate enjoys a monopoly which yields 
them great profits. 

“Once united, the three firms named set 
about completing the syndicate by taking 
in other refiners of northern and southern 
France, about 10 in all. The importance 
of a syndicate was demonstrated to the 
outside refiners. The conditions were 
stipulated and a uniform price estab- 
lished, to be maintained or modified at 
the weekly meetings of the members of 
the original syndicate, in Paris, who also 
put a limit to the production of each re- 
finery. Each firm forming a part of the 
syndicate agreed not to sell under the 
prices fixed upon. The result was that all 
the smaller refiners appreciating the ad- 
vantages of the monopoly, enrolled them- 
selves, and the trust was put on a firm 
footing. 

“From this moment a long series of 
prosperous business years were enjoyed, 
and are still enjoyed, by the trust, which 
fixed its own prices and crushed out all 
other importers. Indeed, the great pros- 
perity of the petroleum trust has tempted 
a number of capitalists to break it, or 
endeavor to compete with it; but the im- 
possibility of importing petroleum from 
either the United States or Russia has 
made competition impossible, and the 
trust still prospers in spite of several at- 
tacks made upon it by members of the 
Parliament.”’ 


With regard to the petroleum syndi- 
cate of Austria, Prof. Jenks says:— 


“Probably nowhere else in Europe has 
publie feeling regarding combinations be- 
come so like that: found in the United 
States as in Austria. The number of com- 
binations has been large, and in the iron 
industry the consolidation which now in- 
cludes practically all of the important 
manufacturers occupies much the same 
position that the Standard Oil Company 
does in the United States, being the one 
combination that is most frequently at- 
tacked by public speakers and writers. 
The petroleum combination in Austria has 
been made on the basis of a selling agree- 
ment and maintains a joint selling bureau 
and limits,each refiner to a certain per- 
centage of the entire output. Likewise 
the producers of the crude oil have the 
amount which shall be delivered to the 
central bureau for sale within the coun- 
try strictly determined. In the case of 
the crude oil producers, their combination 
does not permit them to sell oil either 
obtained from their own wells or bought 
from other producers to persons not be- 
longing to the society without the media- 
tion of the executive committee. Mem- 
bers are permitted to sell crude oil to one 
another with the consent of the central 
committee. The central bureau not mere- 
ly acts as the agent for the sale of crude 
oil produced or Bougss by the members, 
but it also buys crude oil for the purpose 
of selling it on joint account, and may 
likewise carry on enterprises of other 
kinds which promote the aims of the so- 
ciety. The executive committee fixes the 
prices at which the crude oil is to be dis- 
posed of, both within the country and for 
export, and determines the quantity of 
crude oil that is to appear on the home 
market and to be exported, as well as the 
share allowed to the several producers. 
In case of violation of the agreements 
in any particular there is a certain con-

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ventional penalty fixed. For example. 
there is a maximum fine of 1 florin for 
every meter centner of crude oil disposed 
of contrary to the agreement; also for 
delays in contributing one’s share there 
is a penalty of 2 florins for every day of 
delay, etc. 

“The refiners of petroleum acknowledge 
freely that their products are sold abroad 
at less price than at home. They declare 
this to be the natural consequence of the 
great richness of the crude petroleum in 
Galicia since the late discoveries there. 
The supply exceeds decidedly the effec- 
tive home demand, and therefore it is 
necessary to export a surplus of refined; 
but, of course, this export must be in 
competition with the American and Rus- 
sian petroleum, the surplus being thus 
sold at the prices in the world market. 
Unless this were done there would be a 
check in the production in the interior 
of the country itself, which could not fail 
to have an injurious effect. It is claimed 
that the advantages of the increased pro- 
duction of crude petroleum have been 
made much more secure than would 
otherwise be possible for the many small 
producers, who, without the combination, 
could not protect themselves. Their pe- 
troleum is now handled in connection 
with the refined, and they thus share 
both in the profits on inland petroleum 
and in whatever may be made from the 
export. It is rhaps here the proper 
place to state that, owing to the security 
of the profits in the home market, 
brought about in part through the pro- 
tective tariff, the directors of the com- 
bination state that they have been able 
to meet the German company allied with 
the Standard Oil Company on even terms 
in the markets of Germany in the sale of 
benzine, and that also in France, Belgium, 
and Switzerland they have been able to 
secure their fair share of the output. If 
it were not for the protective tariff, as 
has been stated, they believe that the 
Standard Oil Company would not merely 
be able to drive them out of the neutral 
markets mentioned, but also to ruin their 
business in Austria. Although the Ger- 
man representatives of the Standard are 
acknowledged to be more powerful, yet, 
protected by the tariff, they have been 
able to make enough trouble so that they 
have practically compelled them to make 
a division of the market. In general it 
may be said that practically all of the 
important combinations that are able in 
any way to export have found themselves 
———— by the situation in the world 
market to do so at prices somewhat lower 
than they have asked in Austria itself.”’ 


GERMAN POTASH COMBINATION. 
Taking up the industrial consolida- 
tions of Germany Prof. Jenks says:— 


“One of the most interesting combina- 
tions in Germany, particularly on account 
of the fact that some of the German 
States are themselves active members of 
the combination, is the so-called potash 
combination (kali-kartell). 

“The present potash industfy has been 
the result of chemical discoveries made 
in 1861, potash being now derived chiefly 
from mines, whereas formerly it came 
mostly from vegetable sources. Its uses 
are eee primarily in agriculture as a 
fertilizer, and secondly, in manufactures 
of different kinds. 

“All of the mines which produce the 
mineral potash were until 1875 owned by 
Prussia and Anhalt, the factories which 
worked up the raw material being held 
at first in private ,hands. Competition 
among these private manufacturers led 
them to form a eet! agreement on 
prices in 1876, but it was later disregard- 
ed. In 1875 new mines were opened by 
private companies. The States shortly 
afterwards, in 1879, formed a combination 
which lasted until 1883, and was then ex- 
tended until 1888. Before the end of the 
second period Prussia erected factories of 
her own, to work up the product of her 
mines, in order that she might be in a 
better position at the time of the making 
of new agreements. In the earlier com- 
binations a commission composed of rep- 
resentatives of different members of the 
combination fixed the extent of produc- 
tion, determined the prices, etc. From 
1883 to 1888 it had the right of veto over 
any increase in the price of the product. 

“It will be noted, of course, that the 
State as a member of such combination 
may have interests quite different from 
those of any private producer, inasmuch 
as the first interest of the State would 
not necessarily be dividends, but rather 
the welfare of the community. In the 
case of Prussia, it might well be thought 
that a low price of potash for use among 
the farmers would be much more desir- 
able than any revenue which might come 
from increase in price, and it was doubt- 
less on this account that Prussia insisted 
upon having through her government a 
veto upon any proposed change in price. 
The members of the combination formed 
in 1888 to run until 1898 since extended 
under substantially the same conditions, 
are the 10 owners or miners. The inde- 
pendent factory owners in business at the 
time of the organization bound them- 
selves to observe rules which the mine 
owners laid down for their own factories. 
The mine owners, in consideration of this 
fact, pledged themselves not to sell their 
ore to other factories outside the com- 
bination, thus protecting the independent 
establishments from new competition. The 
mine owners agreed likewise to deliver 
certain quantities of the mineral ore to 
the private factory owners, the amount 
being agreed upon beforehand. 

“The amount of ore to be produced 
from each of the different mines was 
fixed in the contracts on which the com- 
bination was based. Of one of the two 
principal potash-bearing ores, Carnallit- 
Salzen, the State mines produced together 
29 per cent. of the total amount. Of the 
other ore they produced 2,600 centner out 
of a total of 7,200 centner. Any changes 
in the total amount of the ore to be de- 
‘ivered to the factories requires a two- 
‘hirds vote of the members of the execu- 
ive committee representing the different 
»wners, including the vote of the chair- 
man. 

“The representative of the Prussian 
mines has the right at any time to de- 
mand an increase of production, provided 
the Prussian minister for commerce and 
industry after hearing the executive com- 
mittee of the combination, declares such 
increase desirable. This reservation of 
power to the minister of commerce and 
industry of course is made for the pro- 
tection of consumers. Likewise the fixing 
of the price of the product normally en- 
trusted to the executive committee of the 


combination is also subject to a reserva- 
tion in favor of the ussian minister. 
After hearing the opinion of the com- 
mittee he may even fix exceptional prices 
for German agriculturists in order to se- 
cure the widest possible use of potash at 
home, or because of any exceptional con- 
ditions that affect domestic agriculture. 
in fact, such special concessions have 
been made on more than one occasion to 
German farmers, even at the cost of a 
considerable reduction of the profits of 
the syndicate. The Prussian mines and 
factories have the right of leaving the 
combination at the end of any calendar 
year, so that Prussia could at any time 
break the monopoly in case she thought 
it desirable. The private members of the 
combination have to provide bonds in the 
form of Prussian securities to guarantee 
the faithful performance of their con- 
tract. The quality of the product, the 
method of preparing it for the market, 
the delivery of the goods, etc., are under 
careful regulation. A special laboratory 
bas been established to make regular ex- 
aminations in order to see that the rules 
are observed, and severe penalties are 
inflicted in case of violation. 

“Inasmuch as this combination is so 
entirely exceptional, in the fact that the 
government exerts so complete control in 
many particulars, it may perhaps be ad- 
visable here to note briefly the question 
of its prices and output in distinction 
from the special discussion of the effects 
on prices of ordinary syndicates. 

“There has been a steady increase in 
the output of potash for a good many 
years, both before and since the organ- 
ization of the syndicate. From 1888 the 

roduction seems, on the whole, to have 
been restricted in its rapidity of develop- 
ment. From 1888 to 1892 there was prac- 
tically no increase. From 1893 to 1895 there 
was quite a material increase. The aver- 
age price of Carnallit remained the same 
from 1892 to 1897, although this price was 
10 pfennig higher than that which had 
been obtained for the four years pre- 
ceding. On the other hand, the latest 
price, 9 pfennig per 100 kilograms, is con- 
siderably lower than that which obtained 
from 1884 to 1887, 1.12 marks, or from 
1879 to 1883, 1 mark. From 1866 to 1871 and 
again from 1874 to 1878, there was a low 
price of 80 pfennig. A somewhat similar 
development of prices is found in the 
other kinds of products. 

GERMAN ULTRAMARINE COMBINATION 


“A combination which has succeeded in 
securing almoS8t a monopoly of the in- 
dustry in which it has been organized is 
known as the United Ultramarine Manu- 
facturers of Germany. This corporation 
has its headquarters at Cologne, with a 
branch at Nuremberg. The corporation 
took its final form in February, 1900, al- 
though it had existed as a corporation 
earlier. It controls 95 per cent. or more 
of the German output. There is little 
competition left in Germany, but some in 
England and the United States. It, how- 
ever, does a very large export business, 
sending its product all over the world. 
In making the final combination, they 
found it best to retain most of their for- 
mer brands, and the various manufactur- 
ing establishments kept largely to their 
specialties. The chief reason for bringing 
about the organization of the corporation 
was the desirability of securing unity of 
management. The difficulty in securing 
this form of combination, according to 
the managers, was the dislike that sep- 
arate manufacturers had of giving up 
their individuality, and particularly the 
publicity and the rate of taxation. 

“They were led into this organization 
by the fierce competition which drove 
prices down, and also by the fact that 
they expected to maké some savings in ad- 
ministration, especially in freight and in 
traveling men. These questions have not 
been of so great importance as has been 
the special control of prices. There has 
been no decided change in the output, 
but probably a slight lessening in quan- 
tity. There seems to have been quite a 
decided increase in the profits, but, on 
the whole, the account, coming from the 
director, seems to be somewhat more 
hopeful in this regard than one coming 
from a prominent stockholder, who thinks 
that the organization has not been espe- 
cially successful. The dividends have, on 
the whole, been low, having been passed 
in two or three of the earlier years, and 
running about 5 per cent, during the later 
years. It was thought even that they 
might not have been able to pay some 
of the latest dividends if they had not 
sold some land which was available, but 
which was not needed for the business. 

“In fo m the corporation is in the main 
the sar as others under the German 
corpora. on law, but it has some special 
arrangements that make it noteworthy. 
Some of the persons going into the com- 
bination, very prominent manufacturers, 
as a special payment for good will, re- 
ceived some special preferred stock, 250 
shares being given to each of four. This 
stock, made redeemable, is rather strictly 
limited as regards voting power, but in 
case of liquidation the company is obliged 
to redeem these shares first by paying 
their owners an amount equal to twelve 
and one-half times the average dividends 
on this stock for the 8 years preceding 
the liquidation, but not less than 1,000 
marks for each share. 

“The combination also in organization 
had other special agreements with the 
founders regarding the purchase of their 
output, the amount of their production, 
etc. It will be seen that in this instance 
the combination of the United Ultra- 
marine Manufacturers, while taking the 
form of a corporation,, also seems to have 
retained some of the customs more usual 
in Germany when the combinations are 
made simply by general contract.” 


GERMAN PAINT BRUSH MANUFAC- 
TURERS. 


The manufacturers of paint brushes 
in Germany have organized one of the 
most successful combinations, known 
as the United Brush Manufacturers. of 
Nuremberg. Concerning this consoli- 
dation Prof. Jenks says:— 


“These manufacturers long ago came to 
Nuremberg, where for many years they 
conducted business successfully. At length 
in 1889 it seemed best for fifteen estab- 
lishments, at that time fairly successful, 
to unite into a single corporation. They 
had before this at various times tried a 
looser form of combination, but that had 
not proved firm enough. The capital was 
fixed at 3,000,000 marks, fully paid in. 
The corporation purchased from the sep-

There is also a combination 7 soda 
manufacturers maintained through a 
central selling bureau, which receives 
all orders and assigns to the individual 
members their share of the total pro- 
duction.

The Austrian combination of the pro- 
ducers of sugar of lead have the Bohe- 
mian Union Bank, Prague, as their 
central selling place, where are received 
and distributed orders among the mem- 
bers according to the share which each 
has in the total production. It is ex- 
pected to regulate the inland consump- 
tion. Every month there is a balance 
of account among the members on the 
basis of the average prices obtained. 
Each member may produce more than 
his share, provided he exports the sur- 
plus on his own responsibility.

PHOSPHATES AND FERTILIZERS FOR 


1900-1901. 

The amount of phosphate rock need- 
ed to supply the world’s demand for 
this year will be at least 3,000,000 tons. 
This is a vast quantity to handle, 
mine, wash and dry, besides a large 
part of it goes on shipboard. Where 
this amount is to come from interests 
many sections and many miners.

FERTILIZER MOVEMENT FROM CHARLES- 
TON, 8S. C., IN 1900-1901. 

There are not so many independent 
companies interested in this active and 
important industry in Charleston as 
heretofore; the combined output being 
the largest of any city in the United 
States. All but four of the companies 
(the Ashepoo, Etiwan, McMurphy and 
Read Company) are owned by the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical Company. The 
others have been syndicated by the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company. 
This wide-awake, enterprising syndi- 
cate has subordinated nearly all of 
the companies in the Southern States, 
with the exception of about twenty- 
five. The American Agricultural and 
Chemical Company, the Northern syn- 
dicate, seems to have fewer rivals. The 
latest purchase of the Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical Company shows plainly 
that they have money yet to spend to 
equip themselves and ‘to carry on both 
mining rock and manufacturing com- 
mercial fertilizers, for they now own 
the most important phosphate mines, 
as well as the largest fertilizer fac- 
tories.

Railroad fa- 
cilities for transporting manufactured 
goods are unsurpassed. The city could 
make 500,000 tons just as easy as the 
350,000 to 400,000 tons that we have been 
making. South Carolina rock has found 
its way intuw almost every commercial 
port. Why not our fertilizers? They 
are in better shape for shipment. In 
1901 there was planted in cotiton 27,573,- 
000 acres, and commercial manures are 
used now in Mississippi, Texas and Ar- 
kansas. Georgia takes 412,755 tons.

Florida has changed places with 
South Carolina as the most important 
factor in the world’s supply of phos- 
phate rock, the grade being so much 
higher and mined in larger quantities, 
that now controls foreign markets, ship- 
ments being made from Fernandina, 
Tamja, Punta Gorda, Brunswick, Sa- 
vannah, Pensacola, Key West, Cedar 
Ikeys and Port Inglis; all these places 
feel the benefit of this trade. Large 
sums have been expended in fitting 
them up as exporting centers. 

The great purity and high grade of 
the Florida rock, combining all the de- 
sired qualities, gets the preference 
from the world’s best customers, Eng- 
land and Germany. 

The year 1900 started actively, with 
many companies mining. The move- 
ment was large and there were pur- 
chases made for the years 1901 and 
1902. The State had about 100,000 tons 
stock, most of which was sold under 
contracts, to be shipped as vessels 
would be sent for it. Mining was phe- 
nomenal. More than 2,500,000 tons of 
hard rock have been mined and sold 
since i890. The business attracted the 
attention of capital, and more than one 
syndicate was willing to pay $15,000,000 
for conitrol of the business of the State, 
but mining owners placed the price at 
$10,000,000 higher, and all overtures 
failed.

Florida has lost no territory, except, 
perhaps, Japan and Australia, if in fu- 
ture this area may be supplied from 
the Christmas Islands. The wants of 











the world grow apace with the supply 
and will not allow any large shrinkage 
in price or diminution in quantity now 
mined and needed each year, and as 
phosphorous is now being made from 
phosphate rock it opens up a new use 
for the higher grades. 


With over $15,000,000 invested in phos- 
phate mining in this State, no reason 
exists why there should not be mined 
1,000,000 tons annually. With this State 
there is not any question of quantity— 
only a matter of price. There could be 
mined a million of tons just as well as 
the three-quarters of a million now 
mined, the larger part finding markets 
in foreign countries. Florida has this 
advantage—it can supply the soft rock, 
hard rock, river pebble and land peb- 
ble; all of good, uniform quality, with 
an analysis ranging from 60 to 86 per 
cent. bone phosphate of lime. It is a 
settled, conservative business, without 
any speculative feature, to make money 
out of mining rock, to supply as much 
of the 3,000,000 tons needed annually by 
the world to enable the 6,000,000 tons of 
fertilizers used every year to be made.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Oct. 5, 1900. 


The reports from the older producing 
fields have been more satisfactory dur- 
ing the past week, as few failures to 
find oil are recorded, and the producing 
wells brought in have shown a consid- 
erable increase in the average produc- 
tion. The September wells had a very 
low average production, and to this, in 
part, is attributed the higher prices of 
the product. The results last month 
were regarded as discouraging, al- 
though at the low average production 
the business was fairly profitable, but 
it was the fear of steady decrease in 
the average that made the outlook for 
the future unpromising. The number 
of wells completed during the past 
week, however, was unusually small, 
and the week cannot be taken as giving 
any indication of the probable result of 
the month’s operations. Reports from 
Texas show that the drilling continues 
active at Spindle Top Heights, where 
sixty flowing wells have already been 
brought in, and sixty more are being 
drilled. The outlet for the oil is still 
limited by reason of lack of facilities 
for handling it, and nearly all the wells 
are closed down, but the prospects for 
speedily remedying this are good, and 
large quantities are being contracted 
for by industrial and other establish- 
ments for regular delivery as soon as 
transportation can be secured. Ship- 
ments by water do not yet amount to 
much, as there are no vessels. Two of 
the big concerns have purchased tank- 
ships, and are building others, but they 
are not yet in the trade. The pipe lines 
are laid ready for them, and whenever 
vessels can be secured they are prompt- 
ly filled up and gotten out of port. The 
price of the product may now be stated 
at 27c. per bbl., at which large sales 
have been made, but some of the 
smaller concerns have offered it at 10c. 
to raise money and satisfy clamoring 
stockholders. 








Refined and Products. 


There has been some inquiry for re- 
fined in barrels for export, but only 
a few unimportant engagements are 
reported. Foreign requirements, how- 
ever, continue large, and the total en- 
gagements have been considerably in 
excess of 300,000 bbls., nearly all for 
shipment in bulk. The price for bar- 
reled oil was advanced on Monday to 
7.65c. for New York loading, and to 
7.60c. for Philadelphia loading. The 
principal foreign markets are firmer. 
Quotations to-day by cable were: Ant- 
werp, 18f.; Bremen, 6.35m,; London, 
65d., and Liverpool, 654@6%d. Freight 
rates are steady at 2s.@2s. 3d. hence to 
London, and 2s. 3d.@3s. 3d. to Conti- 
nental ports, as 10 port and vessel. 
Home trade lots have been in good re- 
quest, and are firm on the basis of 
8c. for 150 deg. water white from 
tanks and lic. in barrels. 

Cases for export have been in good 
request, and sales of about 300,000 are 
reported. The price for plain tops has 
advanced to 8.66c. Freight rates are 
steady. Nominal rates for large ves-

Wyoming Petroleum Lands. 


Washington, Oct. 4, 1901. 


The General Land Office has taken 
important action wih reference’ to 
the development of petroleum produc 
tion in Wyoming, and has withdrawn 
from agricultural entry a large tract 
of land on the reports which 
have just been made to the office ‘by 
expert special agents relative to the 
finding of oil thereon in commercial! 
quantities. Under the land laws of 
the United States lands known to con- 
tain petroleum or minerals of any kind 
cannot be taken on an agricultural en- 
try, but lands entered in good faith 
for agricultural purposes upon which 
petroleum is subsequently found may, 
nevertheless, be retained by those who 
have entered them. On this account 
and because of the gradual diminu- 
tion of the area of public lands, the 
Interior Department has _ recently

By office letter of Nov. 10, 1900, all the 
public lands in Townships 38 to 43 N. 
Ranges 77 to 80 W., Wyoming, were tem-

porarily suspended from disposal under 
the agricultural laws, until the specia 
agent of this office could make an exam- 


ination of said lands and report relative 


thereto. A similar letter relative to this 
Township, of Buffalo district, was_ad- 
dressed to local land officers at Buffalo, 


Wyoming. 


By office letter F of Jan, 21, 1901, Spe- 
cial Agents John B. Brockenbough and 


Thomas L. Jenkins were directed to make 
a thorough examination of the townships 
described as to their character as oil 
lands, and to submit a separate report on 
each township or each section therein, 
submitting therewith corroborated affi- 
davits of reliable persons having personal 
knowledge of the mineral character of 
any particular subdivision of these lands, 
as to the facts and conditions on which 
their opinions as to the proper classifica- 
tion are based. 

There was also transmitted to said 
agents 2 copy of the petition filed in this 


office Jan. 10, 1901, by Senator ©. D. 
Clark, and signed by EF. B. French and 
thirteen other citizens of Notrona and 


Johnson counties, State of Wyoming, ask- 
ing a suspension from agricultural entry 


of the following described lands within 
the State of Wyoming: 

“Commencing at the northeast cornet 
of Township 42. Range 77; thence west on 
the same township line to the east line 
of Range 86; thence south on same Range 
line to the north line of Township 41: 
thence west two (2) miles to the north-

fully and make a report in detail. 


1 am now in receipt of the report of 
Special Agent Thomas J. Jenkins, dated

numerous affidavits for and against sus- 
pension of the lands hereinbefore de- 
scribed from agricultural entry; also by 


maps illustrative of the matters stated in 
the reports, and by exhibits showing the 
mineral locations and agricultural entries, 
and fllings within the territory made the 
subject of investigation. 

The reports of the agents and the evi-

The experts of the Geological Survey 
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found regular, pat- ! 
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have for some time predicted the finding 
of large quantities of petroleum ih Wyo- 
ming. In a report on the subject pre- 
pared some time. the Survey said: 

“This State has some fifteen distinct 
peols of petroleum scattered over its 
large area. The great inland valleys and 
plains, with their ridges and mountain 
chains aeno for many miles, with 
numerous synclinal and anticlinal folds. 
heve, at frequent intervals, been cut 
through by streams and exposed the 
rocks down to the subcarboniferous, the 
Triassic and the Jurassic, and the indi- 
vidual members of the great Cretaceous 
formation. There are numerous places at 
which the exposed rocks of this cretace- 
ous formation are still discharging dark 
heavy petroleum until miniature lakes are 
formed. At other points the rocks where 
they come to the 


surface are saturated 
with it At others natural gas is seen 
bubbling up in pools of water. All of 
these facts seem to indicate that Wyo- 


ming will one day produce a large amount 
of petroleum, although many natural dif- 
ficulties will have to be overcome, The 
elevation of the State averages about 6,000 
fect above tide. The extremes are from 
3.000 to 14,000 feet. 

“The large areas in this State that are 
cut off from communication and transpor- 
tation, the long distance to any large 
center of population,e the abundance of 
good coal and the scarcity of good water 
and timber, together with its compara- 
tively small population, have all been 
factors that have retarded the develop- 
ment of its petroleum. The day will 
come. however, when this State will 
probably furnish a large amount of pe- 
troleum.”

Those interested in the flax crop are 
not yet fully aware of what now seems 
to be a fact—that a gradual change has 
been taking place in the last few years 
tending toward a much later movement 
of seed from the Western crops, Up to 
the writing the supply of seed 
received at initial points this year is 
about one and one-half million bushels 
than the receipts of last year for 
ihe same time, while last vear the re- 
ceipts to Oct, 1 at the same points were 


present 


less 


less than those of the previous year. 
This latter fact did not attract so 
much atiention because it was general- 
ly believed that the smaller receipts 
were occasioned by unfavorable 
weather during harvest. This was true 
to a certain extent, but judging from 
present indications, it seems the small 


receipts of last year up to Oct. 1 were 
not altogether caused hy unfavorable 
weather, but were in part the result of 
a general movement of acreage further 
toward the Northwest. The two crops 


previous to this year were about the 
Same in quantity, but the seed from 
last year’s crop came forward later 


than in 1899. This was particularly no- 
ticeable at Duluth, where the receipts 
were the lightest in comparison with 
the year before. This year’s crop, com- 
ing from from a much larger acreage, 
promises to amount to considerably 
more than the crop of either of the two 
preceding years, and if conditions were 
the same it would be reasonable ‘to ex- 
pect that the early receipts this year 
would be larger than during the last 
two seasons. The contrary, however, is 
the fact. This great difference makes 
a serious inroad on ‘the supplies for fall 
crushing, and it would be well for all 
parties inierested to bear this fact in 
mind, for it will have a very material 
effect in all calculations regarding the 
supply of oil for fall consumption, Dur- 
ing the past history of the flax crop in 
this country it has been generally true 
that a large proportion of the crop has 
markeied in the fall months fol- 
lowing the crop season. From present 
indications it seems altogether likely 
that the large receipts will come to 
market after Jan, 1, late for fall 
consumption, but affording an ample 
supply for the spring, trade. If the 
crop movement continues to reach out 
into the farther Northwest, there will 
have to be a readjustment looking to- 
ward some provision for the consump- 
tion of oil during the fall and early 
winier months. From the view above 
presented it looks as though the 
erusher would be compelled to carry 
from one crop to another a much 
larger supply than has been considered 
heretofore. The general rule

NEATSFOOT OI1L.—Stocks of neats- 
foot oill continue light, and there is a 
good demand. Pure is quoted at 75c., 
extra at 55c. and No. 1 at 45c. 

OLEO OIL.—tThis product jumped 
from 11%ec. up to 12¢c. this week. Last 
sales here were at 12c., and at Rotter- 
dam oil brought 69 florins. Like every- 
thing else in these lines the situation is 
very strong. An almost entire absence 
of stock and a very good demand are 
the features of the market. Judging 
from the demand the stocks in the 
hands of consumers must also be low. 

STEARINES. — Makers have been 
asking 12c. for oleo stearine all week.

Quantitative Estimation of Glycerine 


in Fatty Substances and Soaps 


(From the French of Ferdinand Jean, in the 


Revue de Chimie Industrielle. 

M. Laborde, preparator at the agri- 
cultural station of Bordeaux, has re- 
cently made known a process of qnayl- 
sis for glycerine in fermented liquids 
based on the action of hot concentrated 
sulphuric acid. 

M. Laborde has ascertained that gly- 
cerine heated to about 200 deg. C. with 
concentrated sulphuric acid produces a 
quantity of carbon from which the cor- 

- responding quantity of glycerine can be 
exactly calculated. The reaction is rep- 
resented by the following equation: 

C*H‘'O’+S0'H’=C'+S0'+5H’?O. 

This process is exact and of simple 
and rapid execution. It is an impor- 
tant advance in analytical methods. 
Until lately the approved processes for 
the analysis of glycerine left much to 
be desired. The researches that M. La- 
borde has made to establish the accu- 
racy of his process as applied to the 
analysis of fermented beverages have 
led him to the conclusion that the al- 
cohol-glycerine relation is very variable 
in red wines, and that.it would not 
readily serve to characterize a native 
wine, since the limits of its variations 
may extend from 10 to 16, thus much 
exceeding the figure 14, indicated by M. 
Gautier as a minimum. He has also 
noticed very great variations in the al- 
cohol-glycerine relation in liquids of 
different natures, and also in different 
samples of liquids of the same nature. 

The process of M. Laborde has there- 
fore cleared up a very interesting point 
in the chemistry of fermented bever- 
uges, showing that the alcohol-glycer- 
ine relation is far from having the 
value that is attributed to it in the 
analyses of wines and other fermented 


liquids. 
1 have applied his process to the 
analysis of glycerine in fatty bodies 


and soaps. The fesults having been 
quite satisfactory, it may be well to ex- 
plain the operation. 

For the analysis of glycerine in soft 
or filled soaps, 10 grams of soap are dis- 
solved in hot water, and the solution 
is precipitated by a concentrated solu- 
tion of zine sulphate, which is carefully 
added until it produces no further pre- 
cipitate. To separate the solution from 
the insoluble zinc soap, the liquid is | 
filtered and the residue washed with , 





hot water. To the filtered liquid and 
the wash water 10 drops of sulphuric 
acid are added, and the mixture evap- 
orated in a flask on a sand bath. M. 
Laborde has ascertained that in an acid 
liquid the glycerine is retained at the 
temperature of boiling water, which ex- 
plains the necessity of acidulating the 
liquid to be concentrated. When there 
remain only two or three centimeters 
of liquid in the flask, the analysis of 
the glycerine proceeds in accordance 
with his process. For this purpose 5 to 
6 cc. of concentrated sulphuric acid are 
added to the contents of the flask. The 
flask is then closed by a rubber stopper 
carrying a small open tube 50 c. m. 
long, and is heated on the sand bath to 
a temperature of 150 deg. C. 

The material blackens, evolves white 
vapors of water and sulphuric acid, and 
the temperature rises to about 200 deg. 
and remains near that point, because 
the water condensing in the tube runs 
back into the flask. 

When the carbonized matter forms 
lumps floating in the acid liquid it is 
removed from the heat and allowed to 
cool; 5 ce. of diluted chlorhydric acid 
are added to the flask, and it is again 
heated on the sand bath until the white 
Vapors reappear. On cooling, about 100 
ec. of water are added to the flask, the 
liquid is heated to its boiling point and 
filtered on a flat filter, and the recov- 
ered carbon is washed with boiling wa- 
ter until free from acid. 

The filter is perforated and with a jet 
of hot water the carbon is washed into 
a tarred platinum capsule, A few drops 
of ammonia are added and the excess 
of water is evaporated on the stove or 
sand bath. The dry residue is then 
heated below redness to drive off any 
traces of ammonia sulphate that it may 
have retained, and weighed. The weight 
of carbon obtained multiplied by 2.56 
gives the corresponding weight of glyc- 
erine. 

To determine the glycerine in an oil, 
tallow or fatty body, 10 grams are sa- 
ponified with alcoholic soda. The alco- 
hol is driven off with boiling water, and 
the determination of the glycerine is 
effected by following the steps indicat- 
ed for glycerine in soap.
